"My,.car_ is in the shop, and you are. going 
flat on your, back in an ambulence,” "I feel well enough, could I go ine taxi?™ 

sez I,,, “You're merely ‘the patient,” sez he. "You're going in an ambulance", Go 

it turned .out, I went. in an ambulance; carried out om a stretcher, through the lobby . 
of my own office building. JI was happy in Room 14; I had no telephone, I. lay. there 
so relaxed in body and mind, and wotched the big snow flekes fluttering down, Some~ 
body brought me a bottle (to type your sputum); no trouble at all to proguce a 
Specimen; sticking right there to the wall of my, trachea, Somshody else brought me 
cnother bottle (for another specimen) mo trouble at-all there either. . Somebody. else 
ceme for a blood count. Later in the afternoon, Martin Smith, who had other patients 
in the, house, came back. ,"You have 27,000 whites," sez he. "This is a pneumococcus 
and not.@ virus; I'll have you well in 24 hours with sulpha." And by golly, he dids 
the temperature dropped abruptly from 103 to normal and the white count a couple of 
days later was 12,000. But for the first three days I was theres, most of the time 
there were falling snowflakes to watchs; I was perfectly content to Tie and look at 
them vithout further entertainment, 


‘I-ves~in P.H. for cight days and for about the first 5 days -the-food had 
& curious brown taste that disappeéred when the sulphadiazene was cut. But aside 
from that, the drug had no recognizeble detrimental effect. They give it with a 
sood deal of sod. bicarb. My bug wes type 25. Friends tell me that the higher 
numbers are the less virulent. JI remember that the first night I sweat till I had

to have two changes of shirt, and the second nizht I had to heve one change of both 
garments; after that, no more sweating beyond the ordinary. “ith a relatively low 
virulence of bug, with an A-l doctor who knei hor to use .a potent drug, and with 
superedupsr nursing, I certainly did all richt. Frenk fulliven once wrote “I want 
to call on Margalo Gilmore. I like to call on Margelo Gilmore.. She promotes 
metabolism." And so do ail the PcH. nurses whom I had. ‘They are a hand-picked 
gsroupg selected from a big excess of applicants. I know but little Spanish, but I 
know thet. they have e. word "“simnpatica” that is only inadequately translated as 
“Sympathetic”, The word applies to these pirls in a big vay... I remarked to Martin 
Smith about the second dey I wes there, "These girls sre all so young; they 2re all 
so sveet; they all radiate such kindness." He didn't mark me down as irrational 
for that ovservations he interned at P.H. himself, and he married one, 


I can put in a good word for the P.H. orderlies. The regular ones did 
their’ job very well, ard I em gprateful for their good offices. As a contribution 
to the war effort, some men of affairs cre vorking as volunteer orderliesy and one 
has to be a patient to appreciate ha great their service is. ‘le hed several of 
outstanding personality. The one I saw the most of, and who mede the ceepest im- 
pression on me, is a dynamic Englishman, 0. G. Montford, who was 2 major in Vorld 
War I and whose regular job is movie scenario author. Among other productions, he 
did the scenario for Lon Chaney's Tne Hunckback of Notre Dame, which many of us 
remember. He and his wife built a home in Dover, England, and furnished it with 
antiques from all over the world. & bomb put an end to the house, antiques, and 
ally now he and his wife are hero in New York, with no worldly possessions, but 
perfectly happy, end after I was up end around the ward and saw him busier than 
the proverbial oneearmed paper-hanser with the prickly heat, I said "Major, I marvel 
2t the amount of attention you gave me, when I see how much ground you cover,” 


Inasmuch as I vas carried out ona stretcher, the-word doubtless got 
around that I vas practically dying, and so many friends were solicitous far beyond 
the merits of the case. There I was leading the life of Riley, and people were 
phoning to ses how I was, and calling at the hospitel in person (welcome visitors, 
too!) and sending me flovers, and books, and fruit, and candy, and cards, and 
letters. If you have any time to recd, and have access to any of the following, I 
recommend them: John Hersey"s "A Bell for Adano"; Gene Fowler's "Good Night, Sweet 
Prince”, a lusty biography of John Barrymore, thet I'm glad got thrust at me, be» 
cause otherwise I'd have missed it, and it’s a knockouts and Corp. St. George's 
"C/o Postmaster”, a riotous account of army life in Australia. 


Saturday, Feb. 19, I was discharged to my home, end my fellon-Roent- 
senolocist Bill Snow took me home in his car. In these days of rationing, greater 
love hath no man than this. I feel that I didn’t have an illness, but a vacation, 
I needed one, but so do those who took the gaff for me while I was out. I hada 
fine rest, physically and mentelly, and they are going to let me go back ‘to work 
about three d&ys hence, total time out, two weeks. To you overseas and here whom 
I know, greetings; may the fortunes of war be kind to you, and may we all resume 
where we left off. My infinite thanks to all who have been so kind to me,
